Henry 0. Litchfield 


Victorians of an older generation will read 
with much regret of the passing this week of 
Mr. Henry ©. Litchfield, for long a mem- 
ber of former City Councils and a well 
known atationer from pioneering times in the 
community, Although he had lived in re- 
tirement for some time, the late Mr, Litch 
field was a familiar and welcome figure on 
our streets, as he enjoyed the evening of a 
long and active business life. Few citizens 
ever had the interests of Victoria more closely 
at heart, or had given more of themselves and 
their time to advance its welfare 

Born at Newcastle-on-Tyne, Mr. Litch 
field received his education in England and 
was for a time in business in Liverpool. He 
came to Canada as a young man, and estab- 
lished hinwself in his own business here after 
serving an apprenticeship in the new land 
The stationery firm which he originated was 
widely known in the early decades of the 
present century; in which time, too, Mr 
Litchfield served repeated terms as an alder 
man on the Victoria City Council, 

Quictly spoken and reserved in manner, 
Mr. Eitchfield was of a sunny disposition. 
and was disposed at all times to look on the 
bright side of life. His retirement a few 
years ago. duc to failing eyesight, gave bim 
the opportunity to enjoy leisure, while it 
removed him from public life. His passing, in 
his seventy-seventh year, will be regretted 
sincerely by a community that will remem 
ber with affection the harvest of his years 
To his widow and family will go the sincere 
condolences of the Greater Victoria crea 


Nazi Prisoners 


Tt is not surprising perhaps that a difference 
of opinion has arisen over the hind of prison 
treatment to be meted out to the seven Nazi 
leaders who escaped execution at Nuernberg 
It was a fine accomplishment that separate 


judicial practices could be dovetailed to create 


the procedure adopted with marked success 
by the Allied Military Tribunal. That re 

sulted in a degree of unanimity that has not 
been equalled in other spheres.of Allied col- 
laboration, and enabled swift -yustice to be 
carried-out-in the Nuernberg trials. A diverg 

ence has cropped ufi over the prison sentences 

however 

The Briash and American view is that 
normal-prison existence should be the loi of 
the seven Nazi leaders who were given sen- 
tences from life’ to ten years; the Russian 
prison regimen Would invite more severe 
measures. Dispute of this nature would seem 
to be unnecessary and, no doubt, willbe 
amicably recon Most of the Nazi pris- 
oners in question are elderly and may die in 
prison anyway. There would be little point 
in vengeance pursuing them into their cells so 
that they should sit in solitary confinement

‘anadian Winter 


[Veryone cOmplaiis about the weather, a 
writer remarked once, but no one does any- 
thing about it. The answer, ofcourse, is 
that no one can: and obviously it is just as 
well they cannot. Not even a Solomon wiser 
than legend could-compromise the desires of 
human beings if by some magic control of the 
elements could be placed in their hands. A 
Canadian Press survey of the Winter just 
passed shows the usual Variety of experience 
across the Dominion, and the usual disparity 
of views, While the prairies complained of 
bitter blizzards, Magitimers looked back on 
mild days contrasting with Vancouver mem- 
ories of a “mean” year. 

It is the human memory that is at fault 
mainly when weather is reviewed. Statistics 
at best are cold things, and theie impact is 
doubly cool when they~betie-individual im- 
pressions, as they invariably do. Some Vic- 
torians will look back on the Winter of 1946- 
47 with remembrance of unusual snow and 
frost conditions ‘sticking foremost in their 
minds. Actually Spring has come gently in 
this area from a period not unduly severe, 
notwithstanding the cold wave which 
touched us in passing. Four outstanding 
features are marked by the officiat~weather 
recorder for Canada, but Victoria escaped in- 
clusion among thertt’~ 

There was the Vancouver hurricane, the 
all-time low temperature in the Yukon, the 
Regina blizzard and Ontario snowstorms. 
These were the most disconcerting national 
aspects of the past Winter—officially, In- 
dividuals in different places will continue, as 
is their wont: to make their own selections, 
It is not what one reads about, but what one 
experiences that counts ‘most in human 
recollection. One thing seems fairly clear 
however. By and large the Domimion did 
not suffer from inclement weather to the ex- 
tent of some countries elsewhere in the world

By implication, then. they are 
computed on a Dominion-wide basis, and 
British Columbia should be freed of the spe- 
cial impost that has existed for decades. This 
would be an important step forward in the 
fight for equalized freight rates, if the board 
will so rule
